Neighborhood  News. 

SOUTH  ORANGE. 

The  Village  Board  of  Trustees  met 
Tuesday  evening.  The  Treasurer  re¬ 
ported  a  balance  at  last  report  of  $762.94 ; 
receipts,  $3,840,85 ;  disbursements,  $2,- 
951.02 ;  balance,  $1,682.77.  Mr.  Young 
read  correspondence  with  the  Citizens’ 
Gas  Light  Company,  who  stated  that 
they  hail  letters  from  Mr.  Sham,  Chair¬ 
man  of  last  year’s  Committee  on  Street 
Lights,  authorizing  the  erection  and 
lighting  of  the  fifteen  lamps  on  South 
Orange  arenue  and  the  disputed  bill  of 
$338.88  for  erecting  and  lighting  these 
lamps  was  ordered  paid.  There  was 
considerable  informal  discussion  over  the 
dog  problem,  and  the  ordinance  to  estab¬ 
lish  a  dog  pound  was  passed  to  its  third 
reading.  The  annual  tax  ordinance  was 
introduced  and  passed  to  a  second  read¬ 
ing,  with  the  followring  amounts :  For 
Lighting  Streets,  $6,000 ;  Streets  and 
Highways  $4,500;  Police,  $2,000,  and 
contingent  expenses,  $2,700.  It  was  re¬ 
solved  to  make  the  office  of  Overseer  of 
the  Roads  a  salaried  one,  the  amount  be¬ 
ing  fixed  at  $250. 

s  ORANGE. 

The  business  men  of  Orange  stole  a 
march  upon  the  clerks  who  had  inaugu¬ 
rated  a  movement  to  close  all  stores  at 
7.30  o’clock,  every  evening  except  Satur¬ 
day,  after  May  1st,  and  at  a  meeting 
held  yesterday  afternoon  they  unani¬ 
mously  passed  a  resolution  to  allow  their 
clerks  to  lea(e  business  at  7.30,  but  that 
each  storekeeper  should  keep  his  store 
open  as  late  as  he  pleased.  When  the 
clerks  met  last  evening  it  was  found  that 
many  had  entered  into  agreements  with 
their  employers  and  no  action  was  taken. 

Officers  Cooper  and  Meeker  arrested 
Charles  Jandreau,  yesterday  afternoon, 
on  a  complaint  of  being  drunk  and  disor¬ 
derly.  The  prisoner  resisted  and  fought 
the  officers  viciously,  and  injured  Officer 
Cooper  by  a  kick,  so  that  he  is  unable  to 
do  duty  to-day. 

ORANGE. 

The  makers  employed  in  the  hat  factory 
of  Cummings,  Matthews  A  Co.  hail  a  die 
agreement  with  the  firm  last  week  over 
the  prices  to  be  paid  for  certain  work  and 
went  on  a  turn-out.  The  matter  was  set¬ 
tled  and  prices  fixed  for  the  season,  and 
the  men  returned  to  work.  Yesterday 
the  makers  became  dissatisfied  with  the 
prioes  agreed  upon  and  went  on  another 
turn-out  They  finally  consented  to  rer 
turn  to  work  to  day  and  finish  all  hats  in 
process  of  manufacture  and  then  will  go 
out  until  a  settlement  of  the  difficulty  can 
be  effected.  The  firm  say  they  will  have 
to  close  the  factory  if  the  makers  insist 
upon  the  price  now  demanded. 

ELIZABETH. 

Council  has  received  a  communication 
from  the  business  men  of  this  city  asking 
them  to  pass  an  ordinance  imposing 
heavy  license  fees  on  out  of-town  pedlers. 
A  counter  communication  was  received 
from  the  Knights  of  Labor  representing 
5,000  workingmen,  requesting  the  coun¬ 
cil  to  not  pass  any  such  unjust  law,  and 
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Sttto  News. 

U.  S.  Dean  haa  been  appointed  Post¬ 
master  at  Mountain  View. 

Three  Atlantis  City  burglars  have  been 
sent  to  State  Prison  for  ten  years  each. 

The  Knights  Labor  in  Paterson  are 
soliciting  funds  to  build  a  hall,  establish 
a  public  library*  in  addition  to  the  one 
now  supported  l»y  public  taxation,  and 
in  other  ways  benefit  the  workingmen. 

Ex-Alderman  Bramhall,  of  Paterson, 
is  now  on  his  w wy  to  England.  He  was 
expelled  from  the  Council  for  bribery, 
and  would  probably  have  been  indicted 
by  the  Grand  Jury  within  a  few  weeks. 
The  news  of  his  departure  leaked  out 
last  week. 

Hon.  Job  Male  has  presented  to  the 
city  of  Plainfield  the  handsome  structure 
known  as  the  Job  Male  Art  Gallery,  on 
Park  Avenue.  Mr.  Male  presented  the 
deed  free  and  clear  to  the  city.  The 
ground,  buildings  and  fittings,  together 
with  bookB,  paintings  and  works  of  art 
represent  a  cost  of  over  $500,000,  and  is 
the  first  and  only  building  which  the 
city  can  boast  of  as  being  in  its  possession. 

William  Strange  is  weaving  the  silk  off 
his  looms  in  Paterson  and  discharging 
the  weavers  as  they  get  through,  with  a 
view  to  closing  up  his  mills.  He  says  he 
will  not  continue  manufacturing  unless 
he  can  get  some  guarantee  from  his  hands 
that  they  will  hot  strike  while  he  is  car¬ 
rying  out  contracts  for  the  manufacture 
of  silk.  He  expects  to  close  his  mills  in 
three  or  four  weeks.  An  effort  by  Mr. 
Fell  to  settle  the  trouble  failed.
